Creek Steamer Ashore. 

The Greek S.S. Adelphotis, 1,700 tons 
laden with paving stones from Naples for 
Alexandria, ran aground at4 a.m. in hazy 
weather, about ten miles West of Agami point. 
The Deputy Director General -of Ports and 
Lighthouses went out to her in the forenoon 
in one of the port tugs and brought to Alex- 
andria the Captain, 12 passengers and 13 of 
the crew at 5 p.m with their luggage, report- 
ing that theship is on the inside of a small 
reef 1 1/2 mileefrom the shore at Kreah, which 
is 5 miles from Amrieh station on the Khedive’s 
railway.

LORD CROMER'S RESIGNATION.

“Ali LEWA’S” CORRESPONDENT (7) 


In the “Egyptian Standard” of yesterday’s 
date there appears a telegram purporting to 
come from the “London correspondent” of that 
paper, and pretending to give the true cause of 
Lord Cromer’s resignation. 

The constrnetion of the sentences in this 
telegram is so very un-English, and the use of 
certain, words. so very unusual and peculiar, 
that wére we not completely convinced of the 
absolute integrity of-the noble Pasha who 
directs the “Egyptian Standard” we might 
suspect the name of his London correspondent 
to be “Mrs. Harris.”

III. [have received the above news froma 
sincere source and I hasten to give it to yu. , 
IV. Convoeating the Council of Ministers ; 
Such an expression is utterly foreign, for the 
term Council of Ministers is most unusual as, 
alsois “convocating.” The expression which 
everybody would use in such a case would be 
“summoning a Cabinet Council.” “Council of 
Ministers” is unknown and unused in England 
in application to the Cabinet Council ‘and no- 
body would have thought of such a term as an 
eyuivalent in sendinga telegram. -The use of 
the above italicised words, and more especially 
the lack oftrue English idiom in the whole tele- 
gran appear to be absolate proof that it was 
not written by a bona-fide Englishman. 

Who’ ean the London Correspondent he / 
Here is the text of the telegram ;— 

London, April 14, (6.30 p.m.) 

Ihave learnt the cause of Lord Cromer’s 
resignation. [have been told that this resign 
tion has been produced by Sir Henry Campbell-

MR. PUAUX’S INTERVIEW. 


THE NATIONALIST MOVEMENT. 


(Gazette's Special Service.) 


Lonpon, Tuesday. 
In referring. to Mr. Puaux’s interview with 
Ghazi Mukhtar Pasha, appearing in the 
“Temps,” the “Times” remarks that the bless- 
ing conferred upon Mustapha Pasha Kamel by 
the Turkish Pasha is more likely to weaken 
rather than strengthen whatever inclination 
sentimental politicians in European countries 
may have had to’ sympathise with Egyptian 
nationalism, as Mukhtar Pasha and Mustapha 
Pasha Kamel understand it.

‘RAISING ASSOUAN DAM.

EFFECT ON THE COTTON CROP. 


The Egyptian government is determined 
to begin the raising of the Assouan Dam as 
soon as possible and last week a contract was 
signed by the Government with Messrs. John 
Aird and Co,, the builders of the dam, for 
increasing the height of the dam by 24ft, The 
contract, which involves a sum of £1,500,000, 
will be entered upon almost immediately, 

The result of the work will have an import- 
ant bearing on the cotton crop, The area under 
cotton in 1906 is given as 1,506,290 acres, 
Taking the present cotton crop at 64 millions 
kantars, the average yield per acre works out 
to 44 kantars, The area under cotton in Lower 
Egypt alone is 1,260,107 acres, this represent- 
ing about 40 per cent. of the total cultivated 
area in that division of the country. The whole 
of this area, being under perennial irrigation, 
is cotton-bearing. These figures, therefore, in- 
dieate that, on an average, cotton is grown on 
the same land two years out of five The area 
under cotton in Upper Egypt is given as 
246,183 acres, This represents only a small 
proportion of the cultivated area, less than half 
of the latter being under perennial irrigation, 
Moreover, the climatic conditions south 6f 
Assiout are‘unfavourable for growing cotton. 
Tn order to ascertain to what extent the cot- 
ton-bearing area is susceptible of expansion, 
we assume that the whole of the basin lands in 
the northern half of Upper Egypt will .be 
brought under perennial irrigation, and that 
the uncultivated portions in both Upper and 
Lower Egypt will ultimately he reclaimed. The 
ootton-bearing area will then extend over some 
5,600,000 acres (being the total of 6,387,100 
acres given above, less about 800,000 acres 
south of Assiout), On the basis of a 40 per 
cent, acreage per annum, and a yield: of 44 
kantars per acre, this area might produce an 
atinual cotton’ crop of about 10,000,000 kan- 
tars. It is to be observed that a considerable 
portion of the land at present under cultiva-

As- 
souan dam or hy some other means, and until 
reclamation works on a large scale have been 
executed in Lower Egypt. Sir William Gars- 
tin—probably the highest authority on the 
subject—says,’—I do nof think that 10,000,000

cotton crop, is at all an impossible figure, but 
it will take many years to arrive at—probably 
ten or fifteen.” 

The Egyptian cotton crop might conceivably 
receive a still geater extension in course of 
time from two further sources, namely, the 
reclamation of the lakes in Lower Egypt and 
the development of the Oases. The former, if 
ever carried out, would add some 800,000 acres 
to the cultivated area, and a further 1,500,000 
kantars to the cotton crop. The latter is at 
present too problematical. to permit of any 
estimate being made of the possible results.

THES ANTI-TUBERCULOSIS LEAGUB. 

One of the greatest private works which is 
now being carried on in Egypt, and one that is 
thoroughly deserving of a portion of the rich 
man’s wealth and ofthe poor man’s mite, is the 
fight against tuberculosis which is being made 
by an international body under the name of 
“La Ligue Egyptienne contre“la Tuberculose ” 
By scanning the report of the Alexandria com- 
mittee of this league for 1906 one is convinced 


of the great and useful work which is being | 


performed by it, by the help which it extends 
to the poorer classes without distinction of 
nationality, and we do not hesitate to urge 
upon our readers the claim of this league to the 
best support which they can afford. In review- 
ing this report we observe that since its com- 
mencement in November 1903, 254 tubereular 
cases have been treated in Alexandria, 8,746 
consultations have been given by the dis- 
pensary in Tewfik Pasha Street, 892 invalids 
have been visited, of which 230 patients were 
recognised as tubercular, and 56 deaths oc- 
curred. In 1906, 3,278 consultations were 
given; 50 patients were recognised as tuber- 
cular, and five deaths occurred. The dispensary 
; in Masguid Abdel Latif Street was opened in 
June ofslast year, and’in the six months 1,649 
consultations were given, 24 patients were. 
recognised as tubercular, and 1 “death was.e- 
ported. The number of cases under treatment 
in the two dispensaries on the Ist of February 
last was 153, and 96 cases were under observ- 
ation, The annual contributions to the league 
total L.E.57/175in. and the donations amount 
‘to L.E  87/662m. The league has started a 
subsbription list for the construction of a home 
for tubercular cases and we are glad to note 
that their appeal has been well responded to, 
‘the donations at the time of publication of the 
, teport totalling L.E. 496.

This shrine was empty except for a few 
well cut black granite stones, which were part 
of a casing inserted between the shrine and the 
walls of the chamber. In my opinion this shrine 
was a sanctuary; it, was the abode of the 
ka, as the Egyptians called the double or the 
image of the King,) which was represent- 
ed by a statue now destroyed. In front of the 
shrine there wasa heap of broken wooden 
figures, fragments of furniture, and a quantity 
of cloth in which must have been wrapped 
offerings, or perhaps mummified animals, also 
a few small pieces of bones said to be human. 
But there was no trace of a wooden or stone 
coftin, no definite evidence of a burial. That is 
the reason why I consider this shrine as a 
sanctuary. ‘This agrees with a decree found on | 
a large stele at the entrance of the passage, in 
which a successor of Mentuhetep, of the 
following dynasty, orders that for what he 
calls “the cave of Mentuhetep” should be 
provided every day food and drink, and 
whenever a bull should be slaughtered in the 
great temple of Amon, roast meat should be 
brought to that cave. These offerings are those 
of a god or of the King adored as such ; they

The shrine, which is 3 metres 50 long, 2m, 
25 wide, and 2m, 50 high, is striking by its 
fine architecture, and the beautiful material 
out of which it is made, It would be extremely 
difficult to remove it toa museum, It would 
be an expensive work, also somewhat danger- 
ous, Besides, ina large -hall it would by no 
means ’produce the same effect as it does in its 
subterranean granite chamber. It will remain 
for the present in its deep hiding place. The 
passage will be closed by a door, so that people 
specially’interested in Egyptian architecture 
may reach it; forit is not advisable for tour- 
ists to go in, nor would they much enjoy it. 
As itis, it has added a new feature to the 
temple’of the XIth Dynasty, which has been 
so rich ih unexpected architectural discoveries. 
The platform, the pyramid issuing out of a 
colonnade, the hypostyle hall, the subterranean 
sanctuary, form a whole of a nature quite 
unique among Egyptian temples,
